This is really embarrassing. I had a Linux/Netscape failure here and 
lost a piece of email from a fellow list member that had a pair of 
LM-18's. Could you please re-respond? 


Also, thanks to all of you that responded for help in getting the 
various 

manuals that we need. To date the only thing we don't have covered is 
the SD-1 RADAR. We can't make it operable (it transmits on 116Mc/s) but 
the mast seems to have been used as an emergency antenna for HF work 
and I would like to have that operable. The mast hoist is in the 
process of being restored. 


The previous trip to the boat restored to working the 1MC (boat wide 
announcing and alarms - collision, dive, general quarters). It is 
completely duplicated so it can be more resistant to battle damage 
and one half was repaired. It was the first time in many years that 
the collision and general quarters alarms were heard! I brought 

the other signal generator back here to Dallas for repair..does 
anyone have a generic output transformer that would work in the 
plate ckt of a 6SC7 and have a 500 ohm secondary? It also needs 

a 8000 ohm 40W resistor..now I have a great supply of parts but 

not a 40 watt version! 

The TCS receiver, transmitter, and power supply were also restored. 
After the TCS was finished it was really nice to hear radio noise 
coming from the radio room. 


I'm off the boat in a couple of weeks for a week and the next items up 
for restoration are a pair of RBO's (one in crews mess and the other 
in the officers ward room) and the RBS-2. That ONLY leaves two RAK's, 
two RAL's, the TBL, the APR-1, the DAS-3 and misc.
